‘The American Labout Crisis. 
The. United States are menaced with 
industrial chaos. The steel strike and the 
New York dock strike remain unsettled. 
|The Industrial Conference has achieved 
nothing. A universal railway strike is 
threatened if the Bill which is about to 
restore the railways to the companies con- 
tains a clause challenging the men's right 
to strike. Most serious of all is the proposed 
strike of coat-miners. The Mine-Workers’ 
Union has presented the country with a 
sweeping ultimatum. It demands a sixty 
per cent. increase of wages, a five-day week, 
and a six-hour day; and, if these con- 
cessions are not granted immediately, 
500,000 miners will ‘down tools’ on the 
1st November. The owners are willing to 
submit these claims to arbitration, but the 
men are uncompromising. From his sick 
bed President Wilson has issued a ' solemn 
request” to the miners. He begs them 
to abandon the strike, tells them that it 
would be a “grave legal and moral wrong,” 
and warns them that, if they persist, the 
Government. will exert all its war-time 
powegs to provide the country with coal. 
Technically, America is still in a state of 
war, and all strikes or other movements 
which would result in decreased produc- 
tion are forbidden by law. The Government 
is taking steps to meet the emergency, and 
does not conceal its intention to employ 
the Army, if necessity should arise. The 
men’s Executive will meet at Cleveland 
to-morrow, and is expected to reply to 
Mr. Wilson 's appeal; but the omens are 
not encouraging. So far as outsiders may 
judge, only the strong pressure of a sane 
public opinion can save the United States 
from their greatest national upheaval since 
the days of the Civil War.

Con- 
sequently the net expenditure will be 
£405,000,000, and the total increase on the 
Budget estimate £118,000,000. Delay in 
demobilisation ‘is advanced as the chief 
excuse for this increase; but only last 
Tuesday we published a letter from Mr. 
Churchill in which he told his constituents 
in Dundee that demobilisation was. pro- 
ceeding like clock-work. Furthermore, the 
recruiting of volunteers has contributed 
to the increased expenditure. Rates of 
pay have been substantially increased ; the 
rupee exchange has risen—consequently the 
Army in India has cost more ; the railway 
strike was expensive, éven from the mili- 
tary standpoint; and the charge for war 
gratuities has increased. We have no 
doubt that all these factors are extremely 
potent; but do they justify an increase 
over the estimates of £118,000,000? The 
total expenditure of the country in 1913 
was only £195,640,000. The receipts, 
which show a deficit of about 38 per cent., 
have fallen lamentably short of expecta- 
tions—in the first place, because Gerniany 
has not paid the cost of the Army of Occu- 
pation, £69,000,000; and, in the next 
place, because Australia has not paid 
£20,000,000, which are due for the main- 
tenance of troops in the field. Mr. 
Churchill is careful to point ont that the 
maintenance of British troops recently in 
Russia did not constitute any additional 
charge. Furthermore, the supplies of 
munitions and other stores which are being 
given to Denikin and Yudenitch are taken 
almost entirely from surplus stores, and 
consequently involve no “considerable 
additional cash expenditure.” The main 
fact that stands out from Mr, Churchill's 
figures is that the Army is costing the 
nation £500,000,000 a year, whereas in 
1915-14 our military budget amounted to 
£28 ,220,000, and that of Germany—then at 
the zenith of her power—to £60,000,000. 
The total cost of the Armies of the world 
in that year was considerably less than 
£400, 000,000. 
Mr. Chamberlain’s estimate for a 
“normal” year is chiefly of academic in- 
terest. Next year will not be a “ normal ” 
year, he informs us, Perhaps, next year 
but one, or the year after that—or_ will 
the advent of that happy time synchronise 
with the Greek Kalends? At any 
rate, when the “ normal ” year does arrive 
Mr. Chamberlain predicts that we shall 
spend £808,000,000 and receive £806,000,000 
in revenue. Our fighting forces will only 
cost us £155,000,000. We are much more 
interested, however, in actualities, and in 
the problem which “must be faced at 
once: how can Great Britain contrive to 
meet her deficit of £473,000,000 in this 
present year? We can borrow; indeed we 
shall be forced to borrow; but such an 
expedient will only plunge us more deeply 
into debt. Economies can be effected. Nine 
million pounds has been “saved” on the 
Air Force; but what are nine among so 
many? The axe must be laid at the root 
of the tree. To shake the branches will 
only get rid of a few leaves. To-morrow 
Parliament will-hold a débate on the sub- 
ject matter oí the White Papers. Mr. 
Chamberlain will deliver an apologia, and 
he will be supported, probably on Thurs- 
day, by the Prime Minister. Both must 
be given a chance, The public is thoroughly 
aroused, but it should exercise caution as 
well as its critical faculties. Great 
Britain is still a long way from financial 
ruin, and undue haste in the condemnation 
of individuals would be very unwise. The 
situation, however, while not hopeless, is 
exceedingly grave. It calls for the serious 
and helpful thought of the man-in-the- 
street as well as of the Cabinet Minister. 
If it be found that the Government has 
been guilty of wanton extravagance, and 
is unworthy of its trust, Parliament must 
exercise its constitutional prerogative. If, 
on the other hand, the Chancellor and his 
chief prove that they are alive to their 
awful responsibilities, and determined to 
spare no effort to balance the nation’s 
books, they must be supported by every 
reasonable man.

The prisoners then proceeded’ into 
a yard to whicn they had access, climbed over 
the railings, and crossed the yards to where a 
rope jadder was flung: over to them, up which 
they swarmed. The warder was shaken, but 
not in the least bit hurt. He is rot, however, 
on duty today. 1 cannot tell you if they had 
any visitors yesterday afternoon. We have pos-

say anything as to the measure of liberty the 
allowed. The prisoners had 
been previously well behaved. They had been 
in the prison some time.” 

It has since been explained that the hand- 
cuffs with which Lilley's hands were fastened 
were of an entirely different pattern from those 
used in the prison. 

PRISON WARDER INTERVIEWED. 

A warder at the prison said:—These siz 
prisoners were the remainder of a batch of 10 
who were ‘transferred from Ireland early this 
summer. Visitors were allowed to see them on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays for about half an 
hour. All the interviews take place in a big 
room specially set apart for that purpose, 

“The -prisonéra sit at one end of the table 
and their friends at the other, the warder in 
charge standing inside the room in a positica 
where he can hear the conversation. 

DUBLIN STEAMERS WATCHED. 

Although it seems ecarcely likely that the 
Sinn Fein prisoners who made good their 
escape on Saturday last from Strangeways 
Prison, Manchester, would attempt an immedi- 
ate crossing of the Channel to their homes in 
Ireland, all the incoming steamers from ports 
in Great Britain are under observation, and 
their passengers scrutinised as they come 
ashore at this side of the water.

There was 
a difference between the British and The Irish 
Police Forces, and, therefore, the provisions of 
the Irish bill could not be identical with those 
of the. English bill, In England there were a 
great many Police Forces controlled by local 
authorities, and paid out of the rates, with cer- 
tain subventions from local taxation and Parlia- 
mentary grants. In Ireland there were only 
two Forces—the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Dublin Metropolitan Police. Both these 
Forces were a State Service, and the men were 
under the direct control of the Irish Executive, 
and were paid out of monies voted by Parlia- 
ment. Only a very small amount, indeed, was 
paid out of local rates or subventions. He 
thought that the exact amounts were £52,000, 
as. against £2,185;000 in the case of the Royal 
Trish Constabulary, and £52,000, as against 
£203,000 in the. caso the Dublin Metropolitan 
The Royal Irish Constabulary

THE REJECTION MOVED: 


Mr. Jeremiah MacVeagh, in moving the re- 
jection of the bill, said that the right hon.

was the one that stood in the way. The bill 
was only tabled a few days before the House 
adjourned, and he (Mr. MacVeagh) blocked the 
bill then because they were entitled to have 
further discussion on it.

Go- 
vernment did nothing. It was mere hypocrisy 
to pretend that the Government was anxious to 
deal with the question, because they could 
have dealt with it before if they wished. 
The bill. was primarily a bribe to the Irish 
police, who were part of the Army of Occupa- 
tion, and whom the Chief Secretary desired to 
keep anug and contented. The second object 
of the bill was to be found in the clause, which 
prevented any constable írom being a member 
of a trade union. That was the real objeet of 
the bill, and not to increase the wages of the 


Mr. Maepherson said that it was impossible to 
increase their pay without an Act of Parlia- 
ment. 

Mr. MacVeagh said that he would prefer to 
hear the opimon of the Irish Attorney-General 
on that.

NOT A PARTY QUESTION. 

It had never been a party question. The 
Prime Minister, when he was President of the 
Board of Trade, laid down the principle clearly, 
and in consequence. of his action the French 
Government pressed the claims of the particular 
section referred to in the amendment. They 
pressed the matter with all the strength avail- 
able to diplomatists, and after long negotia- 
tions an agreement was reached. That 
agreement did not take the form of 
any definite convention, but the French 
Government declared that they would be satis 
fied with an amendment to the Act of 1913. 
That was made with the sanction of the House. 
It they now did away with that agreement, 
there would be not only misconception, but A 
real grievance. The Government had no’ al 
ternative, except in one form or another, to 
make it clear to the French Government“and the 
French people that we intended to adhere to the 
agreement. No Government could take any 
other course. It was also important that the 
French should realise that it was the view of 
the House. ‘ 

Mr. Ronald McNeill—Why were we not told 
this on Thursday? : 

Mr. Bonar Law said that he was guite certain 
that if he had been in the House on Thursday, 
and attempted to explain, he should not have 
succeeded better than his right hon. friend. 
(Cries of “ Oh.”’) 

REASONS FOR THE VOTE. 

But he did not want to: go into questions 
of that kind. He had studied the debate, and 
tried to focus the reasons for the vote against 
the Government. There was, no doubt, a feeling 
that the matter had been discussed thoroughly 
in Committee, and that the House ought to 
back up the decision of the Committee. The 
Government also realised that it was their busi- 
ness, so far as they could, to strengthen: the 
Standing Committees, and not to do anything 
to spoil their usefulness, There was also a 
feeling that withoút the clause we should 
drift back into the position in which we 
were before the onthreak of war. 
He believed that the amendment suggested on 
Thursday would have avoided those risks. 


THE NEW AMENOMENT. 

The amendment he now moved made it per- 
fectly plain, ond: he had the authority of the 
Law Officers for saying, that by no method, 
except by a new Act, could the privilege given 
to the French by this amendment be extended 
in any direction in regard to pilotage. The 
vote on Thureday was rather a curiosity. 
(Laughter.) He did not remember a previous 
case of a. Governments being defeated by its 
friends. The Government were quite certain 
that the majority on Thursday was composed 
of members who were not only in uame, but in 
reality, friends and supporters of the Govern- 
ment. If the Government were not certain 


of that they would not be there that day. 


The vote was also curious from another point 
of view. The paper which was supposed to re- 
present the Labour members said that the 
Government were defeated when for once they 
were in the right. (Laughter. It was a 
curious coincidence that none of the members 
of the Labour Party voted for what was right, 
and forty of them voted for what was wrong. 
(Laughter.) He hoped that they would have 
& unanimous vote on this amendment. Nothing 
could be moro important than to make it plain 
to the French Government and the French 
people that every one of them, from His 
Majesty downwards, had still the same feeling 
of respect and edmiration for those who had 
been their comrades through the war. (Cheers.) 


‘MR. ADAMSON, 


Mr. Adamson, who rose to speak, amid cries 
of “ Agreed,”’ said thay they had had a very 
interesting statement, but it did not go far 
enough for him. 
had not said a word about the membera outside 
the Government who had been consulted in the 
interval. The Labour Party were just as 
anxious as anyone else to maintain the most 
friendly relations with the French people. If 
the Government had any self-respect they 
would have resigned. (Laughter and cheers.) 
Bvidently they were prepared to accept 
humiliation, in order to enjoy the fraite of office 
for a little longer. 


SIR EDWARD CARSON, 


Sir Edward Carson said that he was one of 
the outside members referred to by Mr. Adam-.

MASKED MAN’S CRIME. 


A remarkable shooting affair oceurred on 
Saturday evening at the Rectory. of Lisnadill, 
which is situate two or three miles out of 
Armagh City, The affair is shrouded in 
mystery, but from the details available it would 
appear that at abont 10 o'clock a tall man, 
wearing a mask, knocked at the door of the 
Rectory, the residence of Rev. E. A. Foy. The 
door was opened by the reverend gentleman, 
who was asked if he would lend his inquirer a 
iack in order to raise a motor car which had 
token down. When the rev. gentleman replied 
that his car was out at the moment, and that 
the jack was with it, the unknown visitor, with- 
out warning, raised his arm and fired a sia 
at Mr. Foy at point-blank range. The unf 
nate gentleman staggered back, seriously 
wounded, and his assailant, after threatening to 
blow up the house, turned on his heel and made 
off. Some of the other inmates of the rectory 
raised the alarm, and the victim was conveyed

with all speed to the County Infirmary, where | 


it was found that the bullet: had entered the 
left breast and penetrated the lung on that side. 

Yesterday morning Surgeon J. M. Palmer and 
Dr A. Gray located and removed the bullet, 
which was lodged close under the skin at the 
back of the shoulder. 

A body of police from Armagh was quickly on 
the scene of the occurrence, but no trace of the 
mysterious tall masked man could be found. 

Rev. Mr. Foy is a man of 69 years of age, and 
he hag been rector of Lisnadill for well over 20 
years. He is one of the best known clergymen 
in the diocese of Armagh, and is generally popu- 
lar and respected, so that it-is difficult to attri- 
bute any motive for the crime, and the utmost 
sympathy is expressed by all creeds and classes 
in the community at his unfortunate experience.

CHURCH OF IRELAND REFORM. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In your issue of the 24th inst. you 
report the appeals made by the Archbishop gf 
Dublin and the Primate of Ireland for in- 
creased subscriptions to augment the inadequate 
incomes of the clergy of the Church ef Ireland. . 
It is quite evident that, under the conditions 
now prevailing, the incomes are, speaking 
generally, inadequate. The Archbishop of Dub- 
lin, referring to the financial efforts made after 
1869, which firmly established the financial 
position of the Church, is confident that the 
descendants of those who subscribed after 1869 
will not do less now than then. 

It seems to me that the following facts 
should be temémbered :—Disestablishment took 
place fifty years ago. The Church of Ireland 
was greatly supported by the landed gentry, 
Thia class has disappeared, or is rapidly dise 
appearing, as d by the ruined of 
deserted country houses to be met with through- 
out the country. Small freeholders, who have 
purchased under the Land Acts, have replaced 
the landed gentry. The few remaining land. 
lotrde have neither the wealth nor social posi- 
tion of their predecessors. - 

Under these circumstances it ie vain to expect 
the same financial results as immediately after 
Disestablishment. The number and means of 
the landed gentry have diminished. Wage- 
earning Churchmen, as stated by the Primate; 
often contribute on the pre-war basis of 2s. 
and 2s. 6d., though—a fact not mentioned by 
the Primate—the wages of these Churchmen 
have about doubled during the last three years. 
These imadequate subscriptions may, perhaps, 
be explained by the traditional idea that the 
upkeep of the Church was the business of the 
gentry, and by the belief that mere member- 
ship of what used to be the Church of the 
State confers a privileged status, exempting the 
individual from personal sacrifice. 

However, what I chiefly want to point out is 
that laymen, before making additional calls for 
the Church on their diminished incomes; want 
assurances from authoritative quarters on the 
following points:—What has been done to ad- 
just the organisation: of the Church to the 
needs, means, and population of the present 
time? What is being done to emalgamate 
amall livings? Why was the Diocese of Meath 
not amalgamated with Dublin, when there was 
a recent vacancy? Is it not a fact that the 
Church population since 1869 has diminished, 
but that the number of bishops has not 
diminished, but has increased? Has any 
systematic redistribution of parishes been 
carried out since 1869? 

I feel strongly—and it is also felt by othera— 
that a mere increase of subscriptions without 
effective reform will be an inadequate remedy. 
We must know whether the Church of Ireland 
has both :the will and the power to carry out 
effective reforms.

THE PARTITION OF IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Í do not understand your use of the 
term “partition.” As originated, it was in. 
tended to produce a split. its success was im- 
mediate and lasting, as among the mere frac- 
tion of the Catholics who ate earnestly political 
there has always been a powerful minority who 
love a split as much as a settlement. This was 
brilliantly exemplified during the squalid 
squabble ‘which followed the O'Shea divorce 
case for ten weary years. Under eimilar cir 
cumetances Englishmen or Scotemen would ave 
been deeply cast down by the temporary and 
unlooked for prostration of their ardent aspira- 
tions. No such feeling was experienced by 
either Parnellites or “antis.”” Both sides 
thoroughly enjoyed themselves. Nor is it going 
too far to Assert that the Parneilites were as 
delighted with the split as the party, had it 
remained united, would have been with an irish 
Parliament. As the Unionists strongly sup- 
ported the Parnellites, it is only about what 
might have been expected that they should as 
strongly support the anti-partitionists. As the 
Unionists “south of the Boyne” have always 
been opposed to an Irish Parliament for the 
thirty-two counties, it is surely not surprising 
that they ehould be as much opposed to a Par- 
liatrent, for twenty-six or twenty-cight. What 
a relief it must have been to the Unionists, 
either north or south of the Boyne, when the 
Nationaliste, offered a Parliament for twenty- 
aig counties, rejected it: The most optimistic 
among them can never have expected ‘uch 
luck ! 

But if this offered Parliament had been ac- 
cepted and established, could Ireland have been 
described as partitioned? Would not the entire 


the United Kingdom, under the same Monarch, 
with representation at Westminster? Were it 
to be agreed on that the six counties should 
continue to be a portion of the British Empire, 
and the other twenty-six counties added to the 
United States or ce, then | agree that the 
term “ partition” would be employable; and 
that the Anglican Cemmunion io Ireland, like 
the Great Northern Railway, would be part- 
tioned as well as the country. Seeing, however, 
that either the United States nor France 
would be in the least likely to accept the whale 
of @ part of Ireland if offered as a free git, 
this is a contingency we may very safely dise 
miss from serious consideration. ' 

The real crux to any Irish settlement ime 
mediately possible is not Ulster, or a part of it, 
or the existence of [we imaginary nations, one 
of them north and the other south of the 
River Boyne. There are uo such nations, nor 
does the Boyne divide one description of Lrish- 
men from another” The entire County of Louth 
is north of the Boyne, with a Protestant popula- 
tidn of jess than 9 per cent.; whereas Wicklow, 
not only south of the Boyne, but south of 
the Lifley, has a Protestaut proportion of 
19 per cent. It is, therefore, absurd to use the 
expression north of the Boyne in Ireland, in 
the eafme sense as north of the ‘Tweed ie used in 
England. Even after passing through Louth 
the traveller at once finds himself in either 
South Armagh or Soeuth Down, two con 
stituercice which have always returned 
Nationalists. And dre not Drogheda, Dundalk, 
and Newry ali north of the Boyne? 

The apparently impassable barrier to the 
establishment in Dublin of a Parliament for all 
Ireland is wot Ulster, or the Boyne, or the two 
nations, bat the much insistedon separate 
Exchequer. With the waiving of this demand 
everything at once beeomes easy, and difficul- 
ties disappear But the Imperial Government 
would require io make fiscal concessions of 4 
kind which, efter all, would only be antici- 
pating the already foreshadowed demands of 
the English Labour Party. ‘Taxation on tea, 
coffee, and sugar should cease, at likewise on 
tobaceo, except in the form of cigarettes and

cigars. Income tax should no longer be levied 
on incomes below £208 per annum, or on 
farmers while paying their purehase instal- 
ments.

HIS CONFIDENCE IN PROHIBI- 
TION, 


Mr. W. B. Johnson, popularly known as 
“ Pusayfoot ’’ Johnson, arrived in Dublin from 
Belfast yesterday morning, and was met at 
Amiens etreet Station by some gentlemen asso- 


companied in a motor car to No. 25 Great Ship 
street, the offices of Messrs. Johnston Bros., 
where he held a sort of informal reception of 
parties interested in the work of the American 
Anti-Saloon League. He uile granted an 
interview to Preas re prosentatives, and 
in the course of half an hours cot 
vereation travelled over much of the 
ground covered by his interview with our Bel- 
fast Correspondent, which appeared in yester- 
days Jrish Times. 

Referring to his brief visit te Dublin, Mr. 
Johnson said:—“Ever since Í can remem- 
ber, people from Ireland’ haye been com- 
ing over to America and telling ve their troubles 
and their hopes and ambitions, and it is a right 
good thing, because jt gives us their view-point 
about social and. political matvers, and’ helps 
us to understand Ireland. During the war we 
were flooded with literature telling us about the 
Allied ambitions in the war, and trying to get 
us into it. The only objection I have ever 
heard to that wes that it was not done sooner, 
Now, I think it we a good thing for us to come 


tions—our view-points and social questions. We 
are persuaded that the desiiny of the ‘world is 
quite largely in the hands of the English-epeak. 
ing peoples, and the more the En, lish«peak- 
mg peoples understand each other and appre- 
ciate each other's views, the ,better it is for 
civilisation. lt ig nob neceésary that we 
should adopt all your ideas or that you should 
adopt ours; but it is necessary for the welfare 
of all of us that we should understand each 
other, and so Í have come over here, not to 
manage your affairs, but simply to tell you of 
eome of our failures and euccestes in dealing 
with the liquor trade.” 

“ Have you formed any concrete 
regard io Ireland?”’ | 

“Sure. J think that, if Ireland is let alone 
to work out her own destiny, ehe will work it 
out. in America the question was left to the 
people to decide for themselves. Every law that 
we have got prohibiting the liquor traffic was a 
law enacted direct by the people, or by the 
mandate of the people. If the people want 
the liquor trafic, and want whiskey, let 
them have it; if they want prohibition let 
them have it. We apply the principle of self- 
determination to the liquor traffic as well ae to 
éverything else.” 

“ Do you think there. is any prospect of Tre: 
land becoming a ‘dry’ country?" 

“I believe these things go in cycles. In the 
last century slavery was wiped off this earth. 
Piracy hes aleo been wiped off the face of the 
earth, gambling is disappearing, and a start 
has been made with the hquor traffic, I believe 
that before this century is very far advanced 
the liquor traffic will be settled just as piracy 
and slavery have been settled. The hauor 
traffic has beén a source of trouble to the world 
ever since history began, and I don't think it 
in necessary to continue any form of trouble or
